1153,000 Holdup 


DETROIT (A P)-T h e FBI and 
Livonia City Police today 
said 
they had solved Michigan's big­ 
gest bank robbei*y, the $153,000 
holdup of the Bank of Livonia 
Jan. 29, and 
issued a warrant 
against a Livonia man. 
The 
federal 
w arrant charged 
William Mauss, 28, of Livonia, 
with bank robbery The FBI said 
he had fled Livonia early in Feb­ 
ruary, and is believed to be in 
the southwestern United States. 
Officers said the first break in 
the case came several days ago 
when Mauss’ mother. Mrs. Emma 
Mauss, turned over $15,340 to po­ 
lice. The money is believed to be 
part of the biggest bank robbery 
haul in state history.

Expected In June 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
1 House Ways and Means Commit- 
j tee, which ha* heard some 200 
I witnesses on President Kennedy’s 
tax cut and revision proposals, 
starts next week the even longer 
task of writing a bill. 
Informed guessing on Capitol 
Hill is that the legislation will go 
to the House for action in June 
and that it will contain more im­ 
mediate tax reduction than Ken­ 
nedy recommended—about $3 bil­ 
lion—though ultim ately the reduc­ 
tion might level off at about his 
long range figure—$10.2 billion. 
Moreover, 
most 
congressional 
observers will be surprised if the 
committee 
incorporates 
in 
this 
year’s bill more than a minimum 
of the tax revisions that Kennedy 
called necessary reforms and re- 
eoupings of some of the revenue 
sacrificed by slashing tax rates. 
To provide tax cuts 
without 
compensating tax revisions and 
yet not swell too much an im­

If a chair is structurally sound 
and has a good design, it can be 
given new life with an upholster­ 
ing job. This 
can best be done 
professionally, of course, but you 
may w ant to take a crack at it 
yourself, 
either from 
a budget 
standpoint or simply because you I 
make a practice of do-it-yourself I 
projects. 
Modern m aterials make it pos- I 
sible to get good results. One of j 
these is latex foam rubber, which I 
not only m akes a soft, resilient 
cushion, but is easy to 
handle. 
Flat slabs and rolls are avail­ 
able in widths from 18 inches to 
three feet. Thicknesses vary from 
one-quarter inch to one and one- 
half inches. Where added cushion­ 
ing is desired, two sheets can be 
glued together with rubber ce­ 
ment. 
You will need, in addition to 
the rubber and cement, wrapping 
paper for making patterns, tack­ 
ing tape or muslin, 
webbing, a 
stapler or tacks and shears. 
To start the job, carefully re- ■ 
move all old fabric, tacks 
and j 
padding. If the webbing is worn 
or loose, remove it too. 
Install new 
webbing, 
making | 
sure it is very tight. 
It can 
be 
stapled or tacked. 
If you desire 
the webbing can be replaced with 
a piece of plywood or pegboard. 
The foam rubber is soft 
enough 
so that you won’t miss the web­ 
bing, 
and 
wood is 
easier

Place wrapping paper over the 
frame, trace the outline of the
